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John Frost has sent a photocopy of a letterhead of this company, 
George Sefton Constable & Sons. Details on the bill include 
"Anchor Brewery and la Norfolk Road, Littlehampton". The date 
of the bill is 1904 but the firm was established in 1816. John 
points out the legend that they were sole agents in the district for 
Burgoyne's Australian Wines. So wines from Australia is not a 
modem phenomenon. I am sure Burgoynes used a perfin but 
without a deal of effort I cannot locate it.
